Crystal Cup Depicting 
Career Presented — 
Aid Says He’s ‘Thriv- 
ing on Challenge.’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower started 
his second year in the White 
House today and received a sur- 
prise gift depicting his career 
from boyhood on a Kansas farm 
to the presidency. 

The giit, a 12!2-inch cup of 
Steuben glass, was presented at 
a Cabinet room ceremony com- 
memorating the first anniversary 
of his inauguration. 

With a smiling Mrs. Eisen- 
|} hower looking on, the President 
'received the gift from the mem- 
| bers of his Cabinet. Republican 
|party officials, leaders of the 
,Citizens for Eisenhower Com- 
i|mittee and the White House 
staff were at the presentation. 
_ In advance of the ceremony, 
‘a close associate of the Presi- 
‘dent declared “he’s thriving on 
‘the challenge” of the big job 
i ahead. 
| Surrounded by donors of the 
gift, Eisenhower pulled out a 
pocket knife and slit the white 
paper in which the big box was 

wrapped and removed the red, 
white and blue ribbon. 
' “It's just beautiful,” Mrs. Eis- 
enbower exclaimed as the Presi- 
dent removed the cup from. the 
box. 


Description of Gift Cup. 


The cup was fashioned by 
hand of clear crystal and 
mounted on a _ pedestal base 


where the President's name is 
inscribed on a plaque. 

The large central engraving 
on the crystal carries the eagle 
_of the presidential seal. The 
eagle surmounts three emblems. 
Those are the insignia of the 
‘Supreme Headquarters Allied 
Expeditionary Forces, of which 
Eisenhower became commander 
,in World War II; the emblem 
|from the flag of Army Chief of 
| Staff, symbolizing his service in 
that capacity from 1945 to 1948; 
and the insignia of Supreme 
|Headquarters, Allied Pewers 
|Europe (SHAPE), of which he 
became the first commander in 
| 1951. 
| Disposed around the bow! are 
‘four groups portraying scenes 
_representing phases in the life 
|of the President. 
| The first shows a boy seated 
beneath a sunflower and wheat 
stalks, symbolic of Eisenhower's 
boyhood in Kansas. The second 
‘is of a West Point cadet in 
‘dress uniform with his sword 
dropped at the salute. The third 
| shows a military figure pointing 
to ships and aircraft, commemo- 
rating Eisenhower’s direction of 
the Allied forces in Europe dur- 
ing the invasion of Normandy. 
The fourth group shows the 
President’s inauguration a year 
ago today.

HODGEPODGE’ OF 
SEWERS FAILS 10 
MEET AREA NEED 


Warns That Disposal 
Problems Will Be Un- 
solved for Years if 
Metropolitan Plan Is 
Rejected. 


Unless the proposed St. Louis 
Metropolitan Sewer District is 
approved in special elections 
Feb. 9 in the city and county, 
it will be many years before the 
sewer problems of this area will 
be solved, John R. Shepley, vice 
chairman of the board of free- 
holders, said yesterday. 

He told the Downtown League 
of Women Voters In a speech 
at the Y.M.C.A., Sixteenth and 
Locust streets, that the present 
“hodgepodge, piecemeal” sewer 
system is inadequate to meet 
the demands of the metropolitan 
area, 

“It is inconceivable to me 
that the people of the city and 
county aren’t going to solve 
these problems by approving 
the Metropolitan Sewer Dis- 
trict,” he said. 


Urges Word Be Spread. 


Shepley added, however, that 
some voters “apparently don't 
really understand what is at 
stake” and urged members of 
the league to spread the mes- 
sage of this “vitally important 
question” and the need for a 
favorable vote on it. 

One question still in’ the 
minds of some voters, Shepley 
said, is: “What is the charter 
going to correct, and why do we 
need it?” He said that ques- 
tion can best be answered with 
a copy of the PICTURES sec- 
tion of last. Sunday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, which emphasized health 
hazards of open sewers.

Sentner’s Labor Activities. 

Sydney L. Berger of Evans- 
ville, Ind., co-counsel for Wil- 
liam Sentner, another defend- 
ant, charged the jury commis- 
sion had not gone to sources 
that woyld have yielded the 
names of manual workers.

meaning of present law. 

2. A limit of $100 weekly 
on tax-free wage benefits that 
could be paid to a sick em- 
ploye. Experts said this is 
designed to plug a loophole 
under which some high-paid 
executives have qualified for 
tax-free pay while technically 
on sick leave. 

Current Provisions. 
Under present law, accident 
or sickness benefits are tax-free 


to a worker only if the employ- | 


er provides the benefits through 
a commercial insurance con- 
tract. If the employer provides 
the benefits 


taxable. 
The new proposal sets up 
standards under which benefit 


plans can qualify for tax relief. | 


To qualify, the plan would have 
to provide definite and equal 
rights to all employes, and there 


would have to be a waiting 


period before any payments be- 
gin for loss of wages. 

But authorities said these 
qualifications generally are in- 


cluded in commercial insurance | 


contracts. 

For plans which meet the 
qualifications, all henefits ex- 
cept reimbursement of wages 
would be wholly tax-free. But 
compensation for loss of wages 
would be tax-free only up to 
$100 weekly. 

Stand On Tax-Free Bonds.

The tax exemption on such 
bonds would cease on all issues 
after Dec. 31, 1953.

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HENNINGS WARNS 
OF TIDAL WAVE 
OF US, REACTION 


Individual Liberty in 
Danger as Result of 
Cold War and Fear of 
Reds, He Says. 


By a Special Correspondent of : :

NEW YORK, Jan. 20 — The 
United States is 
guifed by a tidal wave of re- 
action against individual lib- 
erty,” Senator Thomas C. Hen-. 
nings (Dem ), Missoumf, told the 


Economic Club of New York 
last night. 

Addressing the organization 
of business and professional 
men, Hennings said the advent 
of the cold war and fear of 
Communist aggression led many 
Americans to “acquiesce in ac- 
tions alien to our best concepts 
of freedom of the individual, 
tolerance and fair play.” 

These actions, he said, in- 
cluded “the unfair and inquisi- 
torial procedure employed by 
some congressional committees,” 
wire-tapping proposals advanced 
by Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr., “book burning” 
and censorship in the overseas 
library program, and the pro- 
posed Bricker amendment to the 
Constitution. . 


Top Controversial Issues. 

Hennings predicted that some 
of these measures will be among < 
“the most controversial issues 
that will come before the coun- 
try in 1954." The “emotional 
state” which was responsible for 
them “has become a fact of po- 
litical life which no public of- 
ficial can ignore,” he added. 

Discussing the Bricker amend- 
ment, which would limit the 
President’s treaty-making pow- 
ers, Hennings said indorsement 
of the amendment, by 62 Sena- 
tors, despite opposition by Pres- 
ident Eisenhower and Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles, “‘is 
evidence Of the extent to which 
we have been seized by suspi- 
cion, mistrust and fear.” 

However, Hennings said he is 
“fairly sure that we can muster 
enough votes to defeat the 
Bricker amendment on the floor 
of the Senate.” 

If the amendment is beaten, 
he said, it will be due in part 
to “the strong position” taken 
by some bar associations and to 
the well-reasoned opposition of 
such distinguished Americans as 
Justice Owen Roberts, John W. 
Davis and Jacob M. Lashly of 
St. Louis.” 

Lashly, a former president of 
the American Bar Association. 
is a member of a committee of 
distinguished citizens opposing 
the Bricker proposal. The St. 
Louis Bar Association, Hennings 
pointed out, is one of those on 
record ag opposing the amend- 
ment. 


Aswafa Attache oa Leaders 
Flennings eritieized also the 
ugly allegations made more or 
Jess with impunity” against Gen. 
George C. Marshall and Arthur 
Dean, chief United Nations ne- 
gotiator in Korea. 

Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, has said Gen. 
Marshall “was steeped in false- 
hood.” Dean was recently ac- 
cused of adopting “a soft” atti- 
tude toward Communism by 
Senator Herman Welker (Rep.), 
Idaho. 

“In a more normal period, 
when we had faith in ourselves 
and in our leaders, no person in 
public life would have risked 
his political future in an’ attack 
on such distinguished ns,” 
Hennings declared. “Let's stop 
impugning the integrity and 
loyalty of such devoted public 
servants as Arthur Dean.” 

Hennings criticized the Eisen- 
hower administration’s cuts in 
defense spending. He said the 
United States is talking “tough” 
in international affairs while at 
the same time it reduces its mil- 
itary potential. 

The Etsenhower proposal for 
an international “pool” of atomic 
know-how and fissionable ma- 
terials for peacetime use lost 
much of its impact when Dulles 
announced that the United 
States “will risk another world 
war by reacting against any fur- 
ther aggressive moves with our 
total military strength, including 
atomic bombs,” Hennings 4as- 
serted. 

One-Weapon Defense. 

Many military strategists, he 
said, question “whether a one- 
weapon defense is a sound de- 
fense policy or a convenient ra- 
tionalization for budget cuts. 

In addition to uneasiness 
caused by American defense re- 
ductions, there is “growing 
alarm among our, allies both in 
Europe and Asia lest the signs 
of economic recession here at 
home mean a world-wide depres- 
sion,” Hennings continued. 

“The President’s statement 
that we are in the process of 
change to a peacetime economy 
surely did nothing to alleviate 
the feeling of anxious concern 
in other countries.” 

Hennings said the thinking of 
the Eisenhower Administration 
on a depression “seems uncer- 
tain and confused.” He asserted 
the President’s economic advis-

In the first place, the word 
was passed down through Assist- 
ant Secretary Scott McLeod’s 
security and personnel offices 
th.t what was wanted was the 
largest possible tot.l of such 
firings. 

Two techniques, both palpably 
dishonest, were therefore used 
to swell the total. 

The files of those State De- 
partment employes who were in 
the process of resigning, always 
a considerable number, since 
there is a consistent turnover, 
were carefully scrutinized. In 
the raw files of any Government 
worker who is not a zombie, 
there is pretty sure to be some 
morsel of gossip which can be 
labeled “derogatory informa- 
tion.” Wherever the raw files 
provided the slightest excuse, 
the names of those who were re- 
signing anyway were. added to 
the grand total of State Depart- 
ment security firings. About 
half the State Department total 
was arrived at in this way. 

If the same proportion holds 
throughout the Government, 
there must be more than a 


as dishonest. 


Large numbers of people were 
being transferred from the ad- 
ministrative control of the State 
Department to Harold Stassen’s 
foreign aid outfit and to the 
newly independent information 
agency. Many of these people 
were transferred ‘with the 
warning flag up” and then listed 
as State Department security 
firings, although the great ma- 
jority were cleared on further 
ee and never fired at 
all. 


In the vast majority of these 
cases there was no question 
whatsoever of disloyalty or pro- 
Communism. In about 19 out of 
20 cases, the reason, if any, for 
the firing was heavy drinking, 
temperamental unsuitability, or 
the like. 


Where there was some pro- 
Communist charge, it was often 
on the order of the charge 
against one female government 
worker, who was accused of 
“sympathetic association” with 
her husband. This woman ap- 
pealed the charge, and on fur- 
ther investigation her husband 
‘turned out’ to be a rather mousy 
fellow, who had never taken an 
interest in politics. 


No Subversion. 


In short, there was not a sin- 
gle case of actual subversion in 
all the State Department’s se- 
curity firings—and it is doubtful 
if there was one such case 
tHroughout the Government. 

Yet to 99 out of a 100 people,

which will be launched here 
tomorrow with Mrs. Dwight D.

Hurting the Small Farmer 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We should re-examine our farm 
program before the country, slides 
into another depression. That pro- 
gram is aiding the processors, the 
corporation farms, the rich landlords 
and the speculators. It is hurting 
not only the consumer but also the 
operators of the family-size farms 
-——the real dirt farmers. 

Unjustly and unwisely, govern- 
ment funds (taxes squeezed out of 
you and me) are used to subsidize 
corporation farms, suitcase agrarians. 
absentee landlords, speculators and 
monopoly processors. 

The bottom two-thirds of American 
farmers accounts for but one-fourth 
of cash sales—each averaging an- 
nually about $2000. Family-size 
farm cultivators are seriously handi 
capped by acreage restrictions on 
money crops. 

How can a family make out on an 
allotment of less than an acre of 
tobacco? Many do. Every acreage 
cut lowers the living standard of the 
small farmer, and takes food off the 
city worker's table, but it puts 
money in the bank for the owners 
of the big farms. 

The ultimate consumer—none-too 
prosperous city workers, mostly— 
pays for it all. He pays not only in 
terms of higher prices, but also in 
taxes to finance a government buy- 
ing policy which keeps shoving prices 
higher. 

With more and more ultimate con- 
gsumers out of work, or on part-time, 
the probability rises that the pres- 
ent farm program will collapse. 
Then it will be necessary to devise 
a program with checks to limit gov- 
ernment dssistance to bona fide 
farmers operating family-size farms.

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Opportunity--and Portent? 

Gov. Donnelly serves the best interests of the 
people of St. Louis by calling special elections 
Feb. 9, to fill the vacant seats of the late State 
Senators Anthony M. Webbe and Harry J. 
Byrne. Since St. Louis has seven state senator- 
ships, approximately a third of the city’s rep- 
resentation in the 34-member upper chamber 
will be chosen, under the Governor's call, in 
three weeks. 

Thanks to Mr. Dbdnnelly’s timing, these va- 
cancies can now be filled at the very minimum 
of expense—indeed almost no expense at all. 
St. Louis voters will be going to the polis on 
Feb. 9 in the city-county sewer referendum. 
Citizens in the Fourth and Sixth senatorial dis- 
tricts can vote on nominees for the vacant leg- 
islative seats while they are in their precinct 
polling places for the sewer election.

Since the nominees will be chosen by the re- 
spective party senatorial district committees, 
rather than in primaries, the Republican and 
Democratic committeemen in the constituent 
wards now have both a responsibility and an 
opportunity. Here is a chance for each party 
to propose two outstanding citizens for these 
Senate seats. Here is an opportunity to select 
nominees who will bring distinction to the 
party and reflect genuine credit on the Legis- 
lature in the event of election. 

The temptation is to reward some faithful 
party worker, some regular in the ranks. As a 
consequence, mediocrity is all too often fa- 
vored for seats in the Senate and House at 
Jefferson City. It would be a refreshing thing, 
and one that would command new respect among 
the voters, for the party committees to make 
up their minds to draft the very best nominees 
they can find. 

When the Democratic party nominated Ray- 
mond R. Tucker for the office of Mayor, it set 
a pattern for the kind of man it should be 
getting for its 1954 ticket. The Republicans 
should be looking for nominees for the Senate 
seats who would serve St. Louis in the Legis- 
lature as Aloys P. Kaufmann served St. Louis 
in the City Hall, 

The time is short. But it is not too short to 
obtain the co-operation of able, conscientious cit- 
izens in these districts—northernmost St. Louis 
and the south-central part of the city. Let the 
two parties compete in their nominations and 
the people will gain no matter which party 
wins on Feb. 9.

Meantime what does all this portend for the 
continuation of the city’s vital earnings tax? 
The Governor still is keeping his counsel and 
so far as we know he has told no one what his 
intention is. His calling of the special elections 
could be a good omen. We hope it is. After 
all there is not too much point in filling the 
Senate seats next month unless the new occu- 
pants are to be called on to attend a forth- 
coming special session. 

Gov. Donnelly makes a sound and wise use 
of the executive authority in arranging for fill- 
ing the empty seats. Many St. Louisans who 
voted to give him an unprecedented second 
term in office are counting on him to extend to 
the new Senators an opportunity to protect this 
city from financial decay. 

The Governor has just measured up to one 
responsibility. We trust he is preparing to do 
as well by an even greater responsibility. 
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General Motors’ Decision 

The best sort of answer to publicly expressed 
fears of a depression—certainly a far better 
answer than any effort to discourage frank dis- 
cussion of the nation’s economic future—has 
been given by General Motors. 

Executives of the vast auto corporation evi- 
dently do not believe that a depression is ahead. 
But instead of waiting to see, they have de- 
termined to spend $1,000,000,000 for further ex- 
pansion of General Motors’ productive capacity. 

This is the kind of decision that will probably 
determine how extensive the economic “re- 
adjustment” turns out to be. If business goes 
ahead with expansion and investment, if con- 
sumers go ahead with purchases and plans, if 
government alertly performs its appropriate role, 
the recession can be checked. But it will be 
checked by actions, not by words 

A single decision like that of General Motors 
is worth a thousand proclamations that “things 
were never better.” 
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A Way to Save Children 

A concerted effort by all the responsible 
agencies in St. Louis and St. Louis county 
could unquestionably do a great deal more than 
is now being done about juvenile delinquency 
Such an effort is suggested by the chief pro 
bation officer for the St. Louis County Juve 
nile Court, Ralph L., Smith, as one of the ad- 
vantages of the proposed centralized police au- 
thority. 

It is not only the multiplicity of .methods 
that is hobbling our work to reclaim errant 
children. The relative isolation in which the 
various agencies work, when every one of them 
needs the closest co-operation with all the 
others, is a serious handicap, The Child Welfare 
League of America made that clear in its 
study of the municipal Board of Children’s 
Guardians. 

The private and public social-work agencies, 
the police and the juvenile courts in city and 
county, could not do better than to start from 
scratch and evolve a single plan of campaign 
to deal with juvenile delinquency. Working to- 
gether as parts of a whole, they could make 
progress which is hopelessly beyond their grasp 
as separate units, 
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Italy’s Leaky Ship 

Italy again has a government, but no one is 
eager to say how long it will endure. The new 
regime is headed by Amintore Fanfani, Italy's 
youngest premier—unless Mussolini is counted. 

Fanfani is a member of the left wing of the 
Christian Democrats, and it was he who forced 
the resignation of former Premier Pella, a mem- 
ber of the party’s right wing. Thus it is ques- 
tionable how long Fanfani can command the 
solid support of the party’s members in the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Even if he can do this, he will still be a mi- 
nority premier. The parties of the right and the 
left can coalesce to overthrow him. And the 
French spectacle of Communists and the fol- 
lowers of Gen. Charles de Gaulle voting to- 
gether is not impossible in Rome. 

Fanfani’s best hope for a stable administration 
lies in the possibility of gaining the support of 
Saragat’s moderate Socialists who have not 
joined the Nenni Socialists in making common 
cause with the Communists. But Giuseppe Sar- 
agat asked as a price for such support the re- 
peal of that new section of the electoral laws 
which gives a bonus of extra parliamentary seats

to any party getting 51 per cent of the popular 
vote. Fanfani has declined the bargain. So he 
must look to the Monarchists, and they do not 
like him and his moderate reform program. But 
he can say to them: Support me or prepare to 
submit to a really radical premier. 

Such is the precarious balance of Italian pol- 
itics,

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Alaska Added 


For the second time, the Senate Interior Com- 
mittee has added Alaska to the Hawali state- 
hood bill. On the surface, at least, this is simple 
justice. Both territories deserve statehood. There 
has been no better reason than partisan politics 
for favoring one over the other—the feeling 
that Hawaii weuld mean two new Republican 
Senators, Alaska two new Democratic Senators. 

Whether, beneath the surface, the Interior 
Committee majority meditates simple justice, 
or more complicated skulduggery, remains to 
be seen. The move might be intended to damage 
Hawaii's chances rather than to improve Alaska’s. 
That was the effect of pairing the bills in the 
Senate last year. Senator Butler of Nebraska, 


_ chairman of the committee, has voted unfavor- 


ably to both territories in roll-calls of the en- 
tire Senate, and chairmen frequently carry con- 
siderable weight with their committees. 

The best indicator of the committee majority's 
purpose will be the zeal—or lack of it— with 
which the legislation is pressed on coming to 
the floor of the Senate.

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Bigness in the A.& P. Case 


Those who believe that big business is evil 
by virtue of its very bigness will be disappointed 
with Attorney General Brownell’s settlement of 
the long-standing A. & P. anti-trust suit. The De- 
partment of Justice originally asked that the 
food chain be broken into seven regional cor- 
porations, each independent of the other. Mr. 
Brownell has settled for a consent decree which 
bans certain monopolistic practices, and re- 
quires dissolution of the company’s produce-buy- 
ing subsidiary, but otherwise leaves the cor- 
porate structure intact. 


The difficulty with “making little ones out of 
big ones” as a safeguard against monopoly is 
that the decision as to just how big any cor- 
poration ought to be cannot be easily made by 
anybody. In this case, for example, the Govern- 
ment argued persuasively that the size of 
A & P. had grown beyond the point where it 
increased efficiency; yet amy court or any Gov- 
ernment official would be extremely hard 
pressed to say whether A & P. was seven times 
too big. four times toe big. or twice too big. 

For this reason the tentemey in antitrust law 
enforcement, supported by 2 sound public in- 
stinct, has been to avoid penalizing bigness as 
such, and to concentrate opon punishing those 
acts and practices. whether wy big or little busi- 


ness, Which ectuzliy impair competition. In 
other words, the American publiie grants to 


business the right to be big, Sut not the power 
to use its bigness for throttling competition. 

Unless we are ready to reorganize our whole 
national economy from top te bottom, this is 
the only practical rule to follow, and Mr. Brown- 
ell has followed it in the A. & P. case. The 
test of his settlement will be how effectively 
it curbs the monopolistic practices which 
brought ahout the original eornplaint.

The Aldermen and the Railroads 

Alderman Carl Gassel and his special com- 
mittee to inquire whether railroads serving the 
St. Louis area might be induced to resume com- 
muter service ought not to be discouraged at 
their first rebuff. If one railroad can't provide 
the service, let them try another. 

The committee’s first request went naturally 
enough to the Burlington, which runs north to 
Mr. Gassel’s First Ward, and then out through 
a rapidly-growing part of St. Louis county. Bur- 
lington officials claim their studies indicate com- 
muter service is not economically feasible along 
their right-of-way. 

Certainly that should not close the case. 
What about the Wabash or the Frisco, for ex- 
ample? Could commuter service be brought to 
the brink of economic feasibility if modern 
equipment like the self-propelled diesel cars 
used so profitably on many Eastern railroads 
were put in service? 

And what about the one existing commuter 
run, the Missouri Pacific’s Pacific local? Would 
modern equipment, attractive schedules and a 
convenient downtown terminal appeal to a 
sufficient number of people? Who knows? The 
best way to find out is to ask.

What the Sewer Plan Is All About 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Questions about proposed Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer District 
are answered by Citizens’ Committee in urging YES vote in 
Feb. 9 city and county elections; statement shows need for 
sanitation, describes methods of financing, relation to taxes. 


A Statement by the Citizens’ Committee for Metropolitan 
St. Louis Sewer District 


Why is the Sewer District needed? 
In most of the area of St. Louis and 
St. Louis county, the natural water- 
sheds run through cities, towns, and 
sewer districts in the county and then 
through the City of St. Louis into the 
Mississippi river. Sewage and storm 
water in the area should be controlled 
from its source on the high ground to 
its outlet at the Mississippi river by one 
central agency—the Metropolitan Sewer 
District. 


What advantages can I expect from 
the adoption of the plan? Several: 
Elimination of health hazards, foul 
odors, and periodic flooding of over- 
loaded sewers; operation and mainte- 
nance of sewers at lower cost; control 
of pollution of source of the commu- 
nity’s drinking water; fairer distribution 
of sewer costs, and preservation and 
enhancement of property values. 


Why have past efforts failed to solve 
the sewer problem? They have tried 
to handle the sewer problem on a piece- 
meal basis through individual towns 
and sewer districts, rather than on a 
watershed basis; there has been no cen- 
tral agency to co-ordinate these piece- 
meal efforts. 


Has the piecemeal method provided 
St. Louis and St. Louis county with the 
necessary sewer facilities? No. Large 
areas in both city and county have sani- 
tary and storm sewers which lack the 
capacity to handle the load. Some 
thickly populated areas in the county 
have no way of disposing of sanitary 
sewage except through open ditches, 
creeks, and septic tanks. 


What has failure to solve the sewer 
problem meant in terms of property 
values? City officials have estimated 
that damages to property in the city 
alone from three floods in 1946 and 
1947 amounted to about $9,000,000. 
Residential properties in both city and 
county are adversely affected by odors 
from exposed sewage in open creeks 
and storm water channels. 


Is the health of St. Louisans endan- 
gered by failure to provide adequate 
sewers? Dr. J. Earl Smith, city health 
commissioner, warns that “inadequate 
sewerage presents a severe potential 
hazard of disease transmission, one 
which may come to us unexpectedly as 
an epidemic, as did the sleeping sick- 
ness epidemics which occurred here in 
1933 and 1937. The city limits are but 
an imaginary line so far as disease and 
drainage are concerned.” 

Dr. Herbert H. Domke, St. Louis 
county health commissioner, warns that 
“the condition as it exists today, with 
raw sewage and septic tank effluent in 
many places running openly in the 
streets, gutters, yards, streams and 
ditches, is a potential health hazard to 
every resident and visitor.” 


How will the Metropolitan Sewer 
District be governed? By a board of 
six trustees. Three trustees will be 
appointed by the Mayor of St. Louis 
with the approval of the Circuit Judges 
in the city, and three trustees will be 
appointed by the County Supervisor 
with the approval of the Circuit Judges 
in the county. The trustees then will 
appoint an experienced and qualified 
engineer to serve as the full-time exec- 
utive director of the District. 


Can one political party dominate the 
District? The plan provides that not 
more than two of the three trustees 
appointed from the city may be mem- 
bers of the same political party. There 
is a similar limitation on. trustees ap- 
pointed from the county. 


Can either the city or. the county 
dominate the District? No. Two of the 


three trustees from the city and two of 
the three trustees from the county must 
agree on all important decisions. 


What will happen to present sewer 
employes in the city and the county? 
They will be eligible for similar jobs 
under the District, and will not be re- 
quired to take the merit system exami- 
nations required of new emploves. 


If I live in an area which now has 
good sewers, will I have to pay for 
sewers constructed for other areas? 
Only those people served by new sew- 
ers will pay for them. The plan pro- 
vides for the construction of new sew- 
ers through the establishment of sub- 
districts. It is expressly provided that 
no area may be included within a sub- 
district unless it can be “efficiently 
served or drained by the sewer facili- 
ties to be constructed.” 


How will major sewer projects be 
financed? Through the issuance of 
bonds, thus making it possible to spread 
the cost over a period of many years. 
But no bonds can be issued without the 
approval of a large majority of the 
voters of the subdistrict. 


When T vote for the Metropolitan 
Sewer District am I voting for bonds or 
for the levy of taxes for new sewers? 
No.. You are voting only to establish 
the Metropolitan Sewer District. After 
the District is established, the voters 
of areas that need new sewers will be 
given an opportunity to vote on the 
issuance of the necessary bonds and 
for the levy of the necessary taxes or 
use charges to retire such bonds. 


Will the District be able to operate 
and maintain sewers at a lower cost? 
For some communities, taxes for opera- 
tion and maintenance under the Metro- 
politan District should be much less 
than they are now. It stands to reason 
that one large district can operate and 
maintain sewers more cheaply than can 
the numerous separate cities, towns, 
and sewer districts. 


Does the plan place a ceiling on the 
property tax which can be levied for 
operation and maintenance of sewers? 
Yes. The maximum property tax rate 
permitted is 10 cents per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation. 


Can the District collect “use charges” 
to pay operation and maintenance costs? 
Yes, but if use charges are collected, it 
should not be necessary to levy a prop- 
erty tax for such purposes. 


Why won't the District pay for exist- 
ing sewers when it takes them over for 
operation and maintenance? If the 
District were to pay a city or a sewer 
district for existing sewers, the people 
living in that city or sewer district 
would have to be taxed to pay for their 
sewers a second time. It just wouldn’t 
make sense. 


If I live in an area of St. Louis 
county not included within the District, 
will I have to pay any taxes or charges 
levied by the District? No. The Dis- 
trict will have no power to levy taxes 
or charges in any area not within the 
boundaries as defined in the plan.

Between Book Ends 


A Soul Aflame 


SET ALL AFIRE. by Louis de Wohl. (J. 8. Lippin 
cott Co., 384 pgs., $3.) 

This fictionized version of the mis 
sionary toils of that intrepid soul, St. 
Francis Xavier, appears 400 years after 
his death. The author, Louis de Wohl, 
is well-known for his other novels based 
on the lives of saints: The “Quiet 
Light” about St. Thomas Aquinas; “The 
Restless Flame” about St. Augustine, 
and “The Golden Thread” about St. 
Ignatius. “Set All Afire”’ begins when 
Francis is a student in turbulent six- 
teenth century Paris, continues through 
the early days of the newly formed So- 
ciety of Jesus, when Ignatius bids Fran- 
cis “go forth and set all afire,” and 
ends with his death off the coast of 
China. 

The burning zeal of Francis as he 
makes the difficult and dangerous voy- 
age to India, as he goes from one 
Portugese colony to another, and final- 
ly as he visits Ja- 
pan, permeates the 
book. The pages 
come alive as Fran- 
cis in his love for 
souls endures un- 
speakable hard- 
ships and attracts 
thousands by his 
humility and char- 
ity. The book gives 
a vivid picture of 
the remarkable 
man and leaves the 
reader astonished 
at the vast amount 
of territory he cov- 
ered and the vast 
number of men he converted, despite 
overwhelming odds and the antagonism 
of the civil authorities. Francis as Papal 
Delegate was able to do quietly and 
gently what he was convinced was his 
mission in life. There are dramatic and 
edifying scenes in appalling leper col- 
onies, in poverty-stricken savage vil- 
lages, and an especially good passage 
when Francis meets with a council of 
Brahman priests. Indeed, there are mo- 
ments when the book seems to com- 
municate some of the “fire” of Francis. 

However, the reader is often exasper- 
ated with the author. Why doesn’t de 
Wohl give a few more dates, a few indi- 
cations.of how much time is passing? 
And surely it isn't asking too much to 
want to know which characters and 
events are historical and which are 
fictional. Mr. de Wohl has done the 
research—we haven't, it would be con- 
venient and useful if he would en- 
lighten us, An unobtrusive note at the 
beginning would not overburden the 
book with the frequently dull details 
of scholarship. Some skillful cutting 
and high-lighting of the probably his- 
torical events would clarify many situa- 
tions for those not learned in the his- 
tory of Portuguese colonies in the six- 
teenth century. 

If to his really fine ability to por- 
tray a character and to bring vividly 
to life an historical figure, Mr. de 
Wohl would add a willingness to let the 
reader in on some of his research 
secrets, he would merit the grateful 
thanks of his public.

Erskine Caldwell is best known, of 

course, for “Tobacco Road,” for rival- 

ing Erle Stanley Gardner in paper-back 
sales, and for being the American au- 
thor most widely read in Russia. 

All three facts are easily understood. 
Caldwell is a social reformer who tries 
to reach as wide an audience as possi- 
ble. His bid for readers is a combina- 
tion of melodrama and’ broad humor, 
usually bawdy. A prolific writer, he is 
extremely uneven—at his worst as bad 
as Farrell at his worst, at his best al- 
most as good as Faulkner at his best. 

But he has outstandingly the quality 
that Henry Canby once defined as the 
hallmark of good writing, the ability 
to make scenes live. There is hardly 
a story that fails some place to come 
alive, frequently with a taut restraint 
that. makes its impact breath-taking.

The Duck Creek Wildlife 
Area, some nine miles north of 
Puxico, on Missouri Highway 51, 
is nearing comp:etion and there 
is a very promising possibility 
that some 1800 acres will be 
ready to receive waterfowlers 
when the season opens next fall. 
George K. Brakhage is the su- 
perintendent and James A. War- 
ner is the assistant manager. 
Warner was the manager of the 
Lake Wappapello Area and was 
recently transferred to the Duck 
Creek project. 


Two residences for the super- 
visors have been completed. A 
water treatment plant to purify 
the drinking water and a small 
repair shop have been built. The 
administration building, a large 
structure 140 feet long and 50 
is constructed of 
steel framework and aluminum 
siding and roofing. It will be 
used for offices and storage. It 
also has a “warm-up” rom where 
the nimrods can assemble and 
remove the chill from their so- 
journ in the blinds. 


Water for the area wil be 
brought from Castor river, sev- 
en miles away. A dragline has 
been working on the diversion 
ditch for several months and 
five miles of the ditch have been 
completed. A _ structural gate 
has been built at the junction of 
the ditch and the river, and a 
radia] gate has been installed 
where the diversion ditch and 
the reservoir pool will join. The 
reservoir pool, designated No. 1 
pool, will comprise some 1800 
acres. Pools No. 2 and 3 will 
be constructed later and pool 
No. 4 is in the blueprint stage, 
to be added if expansion of the 
project is deemed necessary. 


4600 Acres to Be Water. 


The Duck Creek Wildlife Area 
will contain some 10,000 acres 
when completed. All the neces- 
sary land has been acquired 
through purchase and no con- 
demnation suits were required 
in its acquisition. Forty-six hun- 
dred acres will be covered by 
water. The Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission purchased 6500 
acres and the other 3500 acres 
are part of the Mingo National 
Wildlife Refuge. 


The diversion ditch will also 
supply water for the Mingo 
refuge. This water was sorely 
needed during the  drouth 
months when 7000 water acres 
dwindled to some 400 acres. 
The normal water area of Mingo 
during the migratory bird sea- 
son is 13,000 acres. It is adja- 
cent to the Duck Creek Wildlife 
Area where shooting will be per- 
mitted. Despite the low water 
conditions at Mingo, some 33,000 
ducks, 1500 Canadian geese, and 
200 blue and snow geese. visited 
the 400 acres. 

Lyle J. Schoonover, manager 
of the National Refuge, expects 
a far greater stopover of the 
wandering migrants when the 
water shortage is relieved by 
the diversion from Castor river. 
It has been predicted by flyway 
biologists that there is a possi- 
bility of 1,000,000 ducks using 
the area during the fall migra- 
tion. Pinioned geese are being 
used on Mingo to attract the Ca- 
nadian honkers on their south- 
ward journey. This year 90 per 
cent of the ducks stopping over 
were mallards. Pintails were 
second in numbers. Blue and 
green-winged teal, shovellers, 
widgeons, redheads and black 
ducks made up the rest of the 
webfeet. 


Parking Areas for Hunters. 


Some 20 miles of road have 
been constructed at the Duck 
Creek area and will be graveled 
this spring and summer. Seven 
parking areas are being con- 
structed adjacent to pgol No. 1 
to give the hunters access to the 
entire area, Some 30 to 40 men 
will be employed during the 
summer months to hasten the 
construction so that, if at all pos- 
sible, the Duck Creek area will 
be ready for fall shooting. Thir- 
ty-seven blinds will be con- 
structed around pool No. 1 and 
they will be spaces % mile apart 
to keep accidents at a minimum 
and to enhance the shooting pos- 
Sibilities. Boats and decoys will 
be furnished on a rental basis, or 
the water-fowlers can furnish 
their own. 

Brakhage, the superintendent, 
said, “We feel that we are going 
to get lots of ducks and it looks 
as if Duck Creek area, when in 
operation, is going to be out- 
standing. Most of the area will 
be timber shooting and the ter- 
rain and timber stand are very 
similar to the Stuttgart (Ark.) 
area. It is touch and go as to 
whether any of the area will be 
ready for next fall’s shooting, 
and, if it is, it will only be 
reservoir No, 1” 

With Wappapello and Mingo 
to attract the ducks, there is 
little doubt that Duck ‘Creek will 
be one of the choice shooting 
areas in the United States. Dr. 
Ira Gabrielson, former head of 
the Federal Fish and Wildlife 
Service, has expressed an opin- 
ion that Mingo will, as it did in 
days gone by, attract millions of 
waterfowl when its restoration 
has been completed. To the old- 
timers who remember Mirgo 
“back when,” that will be plenty 
good enough,

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Gen. Dean Says He Wouldn’t Give 


Self a ‘Wooden 


Star’ for Korea 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 20 (UP) 
Maj. Gen. William F. Dean, 
who received the Congressional 
Medal of Honor after 37 months 
in a North Korean prison camp, 
said today he wouldn’t have 
awarded himself “a wooden 
star” for his direction of the 
early Korean campaign. 

Dean, the highest - ranking 
American captured by the Com- 
munists, said the events leading 
up to his capture in July 1950 
made him almost “ashamed” to 
accept the nation’s highest mili- 
tary award. 

In the first of a series of ar- 
ticles in the Saturday Evening 
Post, Dean said, “I made some 
mistakes and I’ve kicked myself 
a thousand times for them. I 
lost ground I shouldn’t have 
lost. I’m not proud of that rec- 
ord and I’m under no delusions 
that it was any masterly cam- 
paign.” 

“No man honestly can 


ashamed of the Congressional! 


Medal of Honor. For it and for 
the remarkable kindness of peo- 
ple to me when I finally came 
home, I’m deeply grateful. But 
I come close to shame when I 
think about the men who did 
better jobs—some who died 
doing those jobs—and did not 
get recognition,” Dean con- 
tinued. 

“T wouldn’t have awarded my- 
self a wooden star for what I 
did. And the only thing I did 
that mattered to anybody—my 
family, perhaps a few others— 
was to stay alive,” the general 
wrote. 

Dean, who was captured crawl- 


ing through a rice paddy while 


trying to make his way back to 
retreating American troops near 
Taejon, South Korea, said life in 
a Red prison camp for him was 
much easier to bear than for 


thousands of other Americans.

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Television in Review 


Case Against Press 
Conference on TV 
By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20. 

N Washington press circles the idea of tele- 
| vising Presidential press conferences is still 

being kicked around. While the idea of put- 
ting the President on view to all of us is cer- 
tainly intriguing, it 
is, I think, a bad 
idea and should be 
strenuously resist- 
ed

and opinion. The 
fundamental  pur- 
pose of. anything 
that happens in 
front of a camera 
and is broadcast to

— is not information 
JOHN CROSBY and opinion, no 
matter how it is disguised to look that way. 
Any TV program is—let’s face it—a show. No 
man can quite resist the idea that he is an 
actor on a very large stage or fail to behave 
accordingly. 

x * 


THERE .S A LITTLE BIT of ham in every 
One of us and nothing brings it out more quick- 
ly than television. Even a President cannot re- 
sist putting on a good show. Neither can the 
reporters. To a certain degree some questions 
hurled at the President even now are designed 
more for headlines than for honest information. 
Before the cameras, this sort of exhibitionism 
would get much worse. 

Of the hundreds of correspondents that crowd 
into Presidential press conferences, only a com- 
parative handful ever get to ask any questions 
at all. The answers, of course, are available to 
everyone. Turn the cameras on the scene and 
the emphasis will subtly change. The reporters 
will be more interested in their own questions 
than in the President’s answers. Everyone will 
try to get into the act. How can any man help 
it if he knows his editor back at the paper is 
watching. 

“Jenkins of ‘The Daily Bladder’ got in there 
with three questions,” the editor will tell him 
when he gets back. “Where were you?” 


x * 


THE TENDENCY of Presidents to put their 
foot in their mouths would put such a strain on 
the incumbent that he would be compelled to 
sidestep all delicate matters and stick to only 
broad utterances. As the press conferences are 
now set up, there is room for misstatement and 
misunderstanding. A President can back up and 
start over; he can explain; he can modify; he 
can clarify. But a slip on the air is irreparable. 

* 
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THE PRESENT televised public affairs pro- 
grams such as “Meet the Press” are valuable 
public services and contribute u lot to public 
understanding, not only of issues but of person- 
alities. But the atmosphere of “Meet the Press” 
is entirely different from that of a press con- 
ference that is not televised. The questions are 
a lot more barbed. The idea is not only to shed 
light (of which a good deal is shed) but also heat. 

I know, because I’ve been on several of these 
programs and the impulse to ask an explosive 
question, to generate a little controversy and 
even to anger the man in the witness chair is 
almost irresistible. 

I don’t know why it is, but the man in the 
witness chair somehow becomes your opponent 
—even though you may be very fond of him. 
There's a little bit of bear-baiting in every one 
of these programs. Well, that’s not a bad thing. 
It lures a lot of listeners into hearing matters 
of public concern which they might not ordi- 
narily pay any attention to. 

But I don’t think the President should be ex- 
posed to this sort of thing.

Card Games

HEN at an evening entertainment guests 
announce that they do not know how to 
play a card game, they will be reassured 
by being told that the game can be taught them. 

Teaching a card game is a mere matter of 
describing the general object of the game. After 
that the pupils must be told how many cards 
to deal and how many they may draw and what 
they may discard. 

They then must be briefed on what certain 
cards count and what the penalties are and how 
many points it takes to make game. At this 
stage the questions asked by the pupils will 
reveal that they have not taken in a great deal 
of what has been told them. It will be suggested 
that they probably will catch on more quickly 
by engaging in actual play. 

The cards then will be dealt. The teachers 
will study the hands of the pupils as well as 
their own hands and tell their pupils what 
cards to play and what not to play. When the 
pupils play the wrong cards they will be told 
that because they are learning they can take 
the cards back and play the right cards. 

Since the teachers know what cards are in 
their own hands, they will not suggest to the 
pupils playing cards which the teachers can 
take. Nor will they take advantage of the 
pupils by playing cards in such manner as to 
profit from their knowledge of what is in the 
pupils’ hands. 

If the pupils do not catch on easily, the whole 
evening will have to be devoted to instruction. 

What is more likely, and even worse, is that 
the pupils will learn quickly, have all the luck 
and reward their teachers for their kindness by 
beating them soundly.

S for early spring. An unusual amount of interest

Instead, there are many 
suits which have their own blouses to give them 
the look of an entire costume. 

Changes in the silhouette of jackets, and ad- 
ditions of decorative details also are noteworthy. 
Illustrated are some of the new suits available 
now in St. Louis stores. 
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1—This suit has been designated as an.“urban- 
suburban” type because it will look equally as 
well in the city and the country. It is made of 
oatmeal colored tweed in alliance with a caramel 
shade used for the blouse. The skirt is slim but 
has an unusual reversed pleat, stitched low at an 
angle, at either side.

Quite a few lines of play were 
available to South in this deal; 
the one he chose had virtually 
nothing to recommend it. The 
strange point is, however, that 
South (in all probability) would 
have been put on the right track 
if he had held the A-4-2 of 
spades instead of the A-K-4! 
With the weaker spade holding 
it would be natural to win the 
first trick and ruff a spade; then 
cash one heart trick and ruff a 
low heart. Now South would 
trump off his last spade in dum- 
my and return dummy’s last 
diamond, East might as well put 
up the ace and lead another 
spade.

HILDREN should have weekly cash allowances. How 
C much is governed by a number of factors, but there can 

be no doubt about the importance of this institution. 
Least important is the provision it makes for their needs, 
which generally consist of little luxuries, some of which 
they would be better off without. 

The big thing is to get an early start toward teaching 
them what money is, how it works in our society and how 
to handle it wisely. Look about you at the adults who are 
perpetually in a hopeless financial muddle and you'll readily 
see why early and thorough training is vital to the youngster 
who must grow up in our economy.

MRS. U. IS WORRIED about the situation of her own 
youngsters, and writes me: “We haven't yet straightened 
out the question of allowances for our children. We have a 
girl 15, a boy 11, and another boy 9. The girl naturally 
thinks she needs more money than the boys, who are 
younger; but the youngest feels he is being badly treated if 
he doesn’t get as much as his sister who is in high school. 
All of them of course claim that the neighbors’ children 
have much more money to spend. We're in a mess, How 
do people get out of it? I suppose we are not the only 
parents who face this problem!” 

If there are any parents who don’t face it, I haven't 
heard of them, Mrs. U., and it is getting more serious every 
year as prices tend to rise. One difficulty is that we 
parents tend to think back in terms of our own childhood, 
forgetting that a dime or a dollar won't buy what it did 
when we were young. Did you see in the newspapers the 
report of that survey made among 3620 children, from 6 to 
11 years of age in New York City? More than 20 per cent 
of them believed that a penny 4vas valueless by itself and 
nearly 2 per cent believed you could buy nothing with a 
nickel. It wasn’t like that when you and I were young! 

The largest number of this grade school group got 
from 50 cents to $1 weekly allowance, most of which was 
spent on candy bars, ice cream and sodas. Something wrong 
there!

3. Children’s allowances should begin about as soon 
as they are able to count change; but should be small at 
first. . 
4. We can’t dictate to them what they shall do with 
their money, if we want them to learn anything.

5. They should gradually have allowances increased to 
cover school expenses, lunches, and in time some of their 
clothing and recreation. ; 

6. If we let them have a pretty full share of the house- 
hold buying, they will learn the value of money more 
quickly.

Home Town Hit for Helen Traubel 


Opera Star, Turned Night Club Singer, Getting a Big Kick Out of Her New Career

FTER Helen Traubel sang 
Atte first number on her 

opening performance at the 
Chase club here the other night 
the audience didn’t have a 
chance. Anyone who wasn't al- 
ready on her side quickly came 
into camp, and by the time she 
had finished she had them, lock, 
stock and barrel. 


It’s supposed to be something 
of a tradition that stars suffer 
from stage fright when they come 
back to their home towns. Miss 
Traubel was not only coming

understandable trepidation not 
only on her part, but on the 
part of the club’s four owners, 
known in professional circles as 
“the four boses.” The big ques- 
tions were: Would people come? 
What kind of people? And, how 
would they behave? Night club 
audiences are, as everyone who 
has been to one knows, some- 
what more individualistic than 
opera and concert audiences. 

In answer to the first question, 
the house was packed. One 
could, to use a good old expres- 
sion, hear a pin drop. The wait- 
ters, who were already under 
Miss Traubel’s spell, quickly 
and firmly shushed anyone who 
even looked as though he were 
going to talk. 

As for the question of what 
kind of people came, Miss Trau- 
bel loves to tell the story of 
how the four bosses crowded 
into her dressing room after the 
show in a state bordering on 
ecstasy.

No Christmas gift I received 


was more appreciated than the 
carefully packed box of them 
sent from their native Cali< 
fornia. I always open this box 
with fear and trembling if thé 
weather has been freezing. “ 


This year it was clement and 
the fruit was in prime condition, 
After standing a few days at 
room temperature, it was just 
right for use. What was not 
served then was ready to go inte 
the refrigerator. I might add 
that the last one used was just 
as good as the first. 

When you buy this fruit aft 
the market, it may not be ready’ 
to use right away. Just wait @& 
day or so. When it feels slightly 
soft when pressed gently, it ig 
ready for the table. = 

For a real treat, just halve: 
the pear, remove the pit and aif 
the cavity with a rather tar} 
dressing or a spoonful of chili 
sauce. Slhices of the pared fruit. 
are good in a tossed salad, 
which will be particularly de- 
licious if grapeiruit sections are 
added. 

I also like to use the crushed 
pulp as a base for salad dress- 
ing. I add herb vinegar or 
grapefruit juice and seasoning, 
including onion juice to taste. 
A littel olive oil may be added 
but it is not necessary, as the 
pulp itself is quite rich. 

Avacado Salad Dressing. 

Halve one avocado, remove 
pit and peel. Mash and season 
with salt, herb vinegar and ta- 
basco to taste. Beat in one tea- 
spoon grated onion, and two 
tablespoons minced parsley 
Serve with tossed green salad, 
or with grapefruit and orange 
salad. 

Avocado Spread. | 

One avocado: One tablespoon 
minced onion. One-half clove 
garlic, minced. Two tablespoons 
chili sauce. One-half teaspoon 
salt. Dash of cayenne, 

Cut avocado in half and re- 
move pit. Remove pulp and 
mash with a fork. Add remain- 
ing ingredients and mix well 
Serve in center of plate and 
surround with small crackers 
and potato chips. 


Creole Tomato Soup 


Ingredients: Three slices ba- 
con, one tablespoon finely 
chopped onion, two. tablespoons 
finely diced celery, one can con- 
densed tomato soup, one and 
one-third cups water. 

Method: Dice bacon fine, In 
heavy saucepan, cook bacon, 
onion and celery until bacon is 
crisp. Add soup and water. Stir 
well and heat to serving tem- 
perature. Makes three servings.

It would be much truer to 
say of those really so compli- 
cated that they have a super- 
iority complex, that is an un-

ority. But even here, it is 
well to remember that there 
is a right and wrong kind of 
superiority. 

he wrong kind of super- 
jority is domination over 
others, pride, boastfulness, 
egotism, self-will and cruelty. 

The right kind of superior- 
ity is striving for self-perfec- 
tion in the moral order. 

* - * 

OUR BLESSED LORD sug- 
gested that we be satisfied 
with nothing less than per- 
“Be ye perfect as 
your Heavenly Father is per- 
fect.” This does not mean 
that we are to be perfect as 
God is perfect, but to be per- 
fect in a God-like and not a 
human way. 

What is startling about this 
command is that we are bid- 
den not to-imitate others, but 
God. The Divine Master 


would produce not character, 


but a better character. To 
Him, it is not great virtue to 
love those who love us. If 
such be the case, He asks: 
“What title have you to re- 
ward? Will not the publi- 
cans‘do as much?” 

Virtue to Him was not dem- 
ocratic, but aristocratic; it 
was high above the mass- 
level, nat one that struck the 
happy medium )Detween the 
good and the bad. The crux 
of virtue is not on the num-~ 
ber of those who practice it, 
but in its principles, “Every- 
body is doing it” may deter- 
mine democratic practices, 
but it is not character or 
virtue,

“WHAT are you doing more 
than others?”—that is the 
acid test. He who thinks he 
has done enough, has done 
nothing. The regularities of 
constitutional goodness, the 
observance of common de- 
cencies, politeness, generos- 
ity, good cheer, the good af- 
fections which nature prompts 
—these are the perfection of 
the common man, not of God. 

There are few men who 
would not claim to some moral 
distinction if they were hon- 
est, and paid their income 
taxes, gave to the poor, and 
allowed other men their point 
of view. But it appears that 
even when we have done these 
excellencies, we may still be 
asked by the standard of Di- 
vine Superiority: “What are 
you doing more than others?” 

It is common today to iden- 
tify a Christian with a gen- 
tleman, or a “nice chap.” 


Certainly we should strive to 
have a world in which there 
are as many nice people as 
possible, such as those who 
give their seats to women on 
busses and who help old wom- 
en across the street and are 
kind to the deaf. : 

But we must not make the 
mistake of believing that by 
that fact they have become 
Christian. As a professor of 
Philosophy at Cambridge said 
recently in a television ad- 
dress: “A world of nice peo- 
ple, content in their own 
goodness, niceness, looking no 
further, turned away from 
God, would be just as much 


“in need of salvation as a mis- 


erable world—and might even 
be more difficult to save.” 
~*~ * 

THE SUPERIORITY for 
which men strive today is gen- 
erally economic or social, not 
spiritual or moral. When one 
hears of tho& who leave the 
mass-level and dedicate them- 
selves to spiritual perfection, 
the tendency is to argue:
